HAD THREATENED IT 


Widow Tells Sheriff Kelly 


Apparently "Tired of 


Living" 


Walter G. Kelly, 61-year-old Hope 


man, arose from his bed about mid- 
night Wednesday, walked to a tree 
at the rear of his home, "killed" a 
pint of whisky, climbed the tree, ad- 
justed a rope, and leaped to his death. 


His body, dangling from the rope, 


was discovered at sunrise Thursday 
by a daughter. 


Sheriff Jim Bearden, who cut down 


the body about 7 a. m,, said that no in- 
quest was necessary, terming Kelly's 
death a case of suicide. 


Kelly resided in the Oaklawn ad- 


dition of Hope, just northeast of Rose 
Hill cemetery. Born and reared in 
Hot Springs, he moved with his fam- 
ily to Hope in 1930. He was a farmer. 


Mrs. Kelly, the widow, said her hus- 


band had been despondent several 
months and on "two or three occas- 
ions had threatened to take his life." 


Carries Out Threat 


Mrs. Kelly told Sheriff Bearden and 


a representative of The Star who vis- 
ited the suicide scene, that her hus- 
band said just after dark Wednesday 
night: 


"You need not be surprised what 


happens to me at any time." 


Mrs. Kelly said .her-husband' had 


not been worried over financial dif- 
ficulties, but apparently "was just tired 
of living." 


"He went to bed as usual Wednes- 


day night. About midnight he arose. 
This was not unusual, he has a habit 
of getting up at night. I went back to 
sleep and-thought nothing of the mat- 
ter," Mrs. Kelly said. 


The Suicide Scene 


The tree where Kelly's body was 


found is about 50 yards to the rear 
of his home. Two empty half-pint 
whisky bottles were found at the trunk 
of the tree. One bottle contained a 
small portion of liquor, A partly- 
filled pint fruit jar of water was found 
by the bottles, apparently used as a 
'chaser" in consuming the whisky. 
A few spots of blood had splattered 
the bare ground under the tree. 


Lower limbs of the tree showed signs 


of mud where he had climbed the 
tree. A rope was tied to a limb about 
12 feet from 
the 
ground. 
Sheriff 


Bearden described it as a "perfect 
nooseman's knot." 


Death 
apparently 
resulted 
from 


choking as Kelly's shoes were touch- 
ing the ground, the small limb having 
swayed because of the weight of the 
body. 


Funeral at Tulip 


After the body was taken down it 


was removed to Hope Furniture com- 
pany undertaking 
parlors to await 


funeral arrangements. The body will 
be taken to Tulip, Ark., for funeral 
and burial services possibly Friday.

Our real knowledge of | 
t'cHs is. however, a matter of the last j 
fev/ generations. Today we,have be-I 
!?*t}\ to understand the importance of j 
the essential ingredients in a well- 
balanced diet. 


Far too many people fail to enjoy 


good health because the food that they 
eat will not qualify as a normal diet. 
A normal diet means that the foods 
included provide suitable amounts of 
the substances, that are known to he 
essential. Few people, however, think 
of diet in terms of proteins, carbohy- 
drates, fats, vitamins and mineral 


to visualize a breakfast, luncheon or 
dinner. We think of foods rather in 
terms of meats, vegtables. eggs, fish, 
milk products, and indeed specuic 
forms of these products. 


The Council of Foods of the Amer- 


ican Medical Association has just made 
available a special report on the nor- 
mal diet. The exact amounts of each 
cf the essential food substances nec- 
essary for health have ben determined 
by studying the food eaten by healthy 
people. 


We now know the amount,of protein, 


calcium, phosphorus and other sub- 
stances that each person should have 
each day. It is always well, however, 
to add 50 per cent over the minimum 
requirement in order to provide a 
margin of safety. This will still per- 
mit the average person to remain

of calories that he should take. 


For example, the minimum amount 


of calcium that anyone ought to have 
in any day is 0.45 grams. Unless we 
take this amount of calcum each day 
| in our food, we will tend to lose cal- 
cium from the body. Calcium is essen- 
tial for the maintenance of the bones 
and the teeth. Therefore, a standard 
allowance for calcium is 0.7 grams 
each day for an adult. 


The standard daily allowance for a 


man or woman of 150 pounds who does 
a moderate amount of muscular work 
is protein 70 grams, total calories of 
about 3000 grams. The remainder of 
the caloresi are derived from carbo- 
hydrates and from fats. 


Of course, the total amount of cal- 


ories varies according to the amount 
of work that the person does. Anyone 
doing strenuous labor may need 500C 
calories a day, and very hard workers 
as much as 8000 calories a day. Peo- 
ple who do manual work can satisfy 
all their needs for energy.with 2500 
calories per day. 


The allowances for calories for wo- 


men are about 20 per cent less than 
for men because of their smaller size 
Children are also smaller but require 
relatively more calories because o 
satisfying the need not only for en- 
ergy, but also for body growth.

Anthology Shows KvUlenoe of It 


The poet has never exactly occupied 


u bed of roses, an fur as getting public 
appreciation for hit) efforts is con- 
cerned;'but today his plight seems to 
be worse than ever before. One poet 
said recently that to publish u book 
of verse and wait for some sign of its 
im|>act on the reading public's con- 
sciousness is like dropping n rose potnl 
into the Grand Canyon and listening 
for the crash. 


But this is piirtly the poet's own fault, 


fn some cases he hus gone precious, rc- 
trpnted to his ivory tower, and spun 
out delicate threads of rhythm and 
imnginery that the public cannot be 
expected to understand or to care for. 
In others, he has retreated from this 
confused machine civilization and de- 
liberately cultivated an obscure form 
of expression, speaking a language in- 
finitely remote from that of his audi- 
ence. 


So the public has turned its hack

,FOYNES, Ircland-(/P)—Britain's pick- 
a-back airplane flew above the At- 
lantic ocean Wednesday night, bound 
for America after a successful launch- 
ing from the back of its weight-lifting 
partner. 
Hooked together—the sea- 


plane Mercury above and the flying 
boat Maia below—the two planes rose 
from the river Shannon Wednesday 
morning. 


In the air, Donald C. T. Bennett, 


pilot of the Mercury, said crisply over 
the 
connecting 
telephone: 'Ready!" 


From the "mother" flying boat, pilot 
A. S. Wilcockson replied: "Okay and 
good luck." Bennett counted three and 
cried: "Go!" 


Both pilots pulled levers of the 


secret locking device. The planes part- 
ed, and the. Mercury roared west at 8 
p. )n. The Maia returning to the base. 
Radio Operator Albert Coster, Ben- 
nett's only companion, planned to keep 
In touch with both sides of the At- 
lantic and with ships at sea. 


The Mercury's cargo consisted main- 


ly of photographs, 
news reels and 


newspapers rushed to Foyncs after the 
arrival 
in Paris of King George and 


Queen Elizabeth on their visit of state. 
The four -cngincr plane was expected 
at Botwood Newfoundland, first stop, 
in about 11 hours. From Botwood the 
plane is to go to Montreal and then 
New York.

^Jr green torpedoes of the deep 
nre tuno, and among the sportiest 
o£ all fish. Tliey vary in size from 
tho baby specimens ot 10 pounds 
to leviathans of a ton or more, but 
the average weigh around 400 to 
700 pounds.

This is done by putting 11 teaspoonful 
i.l the cooled juice in a glass and add- 
ing an equal amount of alcohol.

The pectin, if present, will show in a 
jelly-like mass. 


II a large amount of pectin is pres- 


ent, use equal quantities of .sugar and 
juice. If the pectin does not form a 
compact mass, but is loosely held to- 
gether, use three-fourths of a measure 
of Migar !•) one measure of juice. 


D.I not try to make loo much at a 


lime. 
A large enameled pun which 


is rather shallow is best to use to al- 
low rapid evaporation. Measure from 
'I to •! cups of the juice into the pun. 
and beat to the boiling point, then 
;.dd 
the sugar and stir until it is dis- 


Milvcd. l/et it boil rapidly. Use a wood- 
en spoon or paddle. To test for done- 
ness, lake up a little of the boiling 
juice, allow it to eoo! slightly by mov- 
ing in the air, then let it drop back into 
the pan. When the jelly point i.s 
reached, it will drop from the spoon 
i.n a .sheet. 


Do not skim the jelly until it is re- 


iimved from the fire, as a great deal 
is wasted if it i.s skimmed wlulv boil- 
ing. When the jelly i.s done, pour it 
into sterilised. Slot jelly glasses, let it 
cool, mid then cover it with hot melted 
paraffin and tight lid. Too much boil- 
nig destroys the color to some extent 
and makes a thick sticky syrupy mass 
which will not jell. To0 much sugar 
ha:- practically the .same effect. 


Apple juice may be used with other 


f r u i t juices which do not have so much 
peitin. and as apple jelly does not 
have a strung decided flavor, it may 
be varied as follows: 


Mint Jelly 


I-laie one or two mint leaves in the 


bottom of eah glass before pouring in 
the jelly. The juie may be olored a 
pale green before the shgar i.s added, 
if you like a green mint jelly. 


Elakben-ies, dewberries, aid Young 


berries make excellent jelly. 
The 


same recipe may be used for all. To ex- 
tract the juice, wash the berries and 
place in kettle with one-third to one- 
half cup of water to each quart of 
Lerries. Cook the fruit until soft and 
strain as before. Use about 
three 


measures of sugar to four measures of 
berry juice and boil rapidly to keep 
it a good color. 


It i.s not necessary to make up all 


the jelly you wish just as the fruits 
appear. Can part of the extracted fruit 
juice and process it just as though it 
were fresh fruit. Then, make the jelly 
fresh as needed. This saves time in hot 
weather.
